Among the chargeb against the con­ 
spirators who planned the murder of l)r. 
Croom is one so atrocious aud infamous 
as from its very nature to stagger human 
ort dulity. Speaking of the rumors im­ 
plicating prominent men in this crime, 
the Chicago Journal says there is a charge 
collateral to the main charge which im- 
ples a degree of human depravity that 
hardly seems possible. 
It is known that from time to tune, 
several years ego, emmiesaries said to be 
oommitsioned by the Irish societies, or 
some of the Irish societies, in the United 
Hates, arrived in England having in 
their possession dynamite and perhaps 
other destructive agencies. The dyna­ 
mite bomb at Westminister was supposed 
to have been thrown by these agents. 
Lomasney, who destroyed himself with 
a bomb in attempting to blow up Lon­ 
don bridge was supposed to be another. 
But a number of the emissaries were 
arrested immediately on their arrival in 
England. 
The arrests were made so 
regularly and invariably that the inevit­ 
able conclusion was reached that they 
were betray ed in advance—that their de­ 
parture from the United States was 
known, and that they we re “given away’’ 
to the British detectives. 
A number of 
these emissaries are now serving long 
penal sentences in prison. 
It is alleged that some trusted leaders 
of the Irish revolutionary party in th® 
United {States devised the scheme of send* 
ing these emissaries to England, and 
then having them turned over to the 
criminal authorities for the purpose of 
covering up embezzlements of tho Irish 
rands of which they were guilty. For 
instance, a few hundred or a few thou­ 
sand dollars would be paid to one of 
these venturesome dupes, and informa­ 
tion cf his errand would be secretly com­ 
municated to the British detective 6er 
vice. The agent would be arrested, tried 
and condemned to imprisonment, and his 
lips sealed foreyer.

formed the plan for getting the emissary 
in a prison for his lifetime for the pur­ 
pose of covering up the crime. 
lf suoh crimea were committed they 
covered every form of depravity that cen 
corrupt human nature—theft, betrayal of 
sacred trusts, immeasurable cruelty and 
inhumanity, unequaled treachery, the 
basest conspiracy and murder—for life 
imprisonment is a slow form of murder, 
H passes reasonable belief that such 
men infest the society of the present 
day.

much boast over 
Hayti for its exemption from revolution­ 
ary outbreaks and lack of stability in 
government. 
Its changes in rulers and 
form4 of rule much more than match 
these which have occurred in the lesser 
republic and the French outbreaks as a 
rule have bee a of a much graver and 
more sanguine nature. 
There is left as 
much hope in one oese tis iii the other* 
The Hay ti an h have demonstrate J their 
capacity for improvement, not the least 
of which is shown in their continued 
prof* rat ce for a republican constitutional 
form of government patterned after our 
own. That the government ta entitled 
to our sy mpathies and our moral support;

“ Dr. Hibbcrd talks about paying $3 (in 
California, where tho gold fever first broke 
out' for five pounds of barley to make a 
feed for his horse. ” remarked C. 
L. Di­ 
vine, foreman of the composing room of 
tho Indianapolis Journal, “and of paying 
for having his hair cut and being 
shaved. 
I havo an experience in high 
prices that will boat or anything that oc- 
cured during tho last war. 
You remem­ 
ber Bret Harto’s story of tho ‘Outcasts of 
Pokor Flat?’ 
Well, it’s a littlo liko that. 
In tho winter of 1854 I was in tho mines 
on tho North fork of the Salmon river, in 
northern CalifoVnla. 
Tho Salmon moun­ 
tains wore covered with about sixty-five 
feet of snow. 
No paek-tralna could get iu 
to us, and provisions of all kinds wero run­ 
ning 
short. 
Flour 
sold 
as high a* 
$2.50 a pound. 
Wo wero absolutely oui 
of salt, abd the men were fairly wild foi 
it. 
“ Theodore McMlchael of Philadelphia 
had a store at tho forks of tho Salmon, 
and one day in rummaging about be camo 
across eight or teu small sacks of salt that 
had fallen behind a partition in his store. 
Tho news of tho find spread liko a prairio 
fire, and tho placo was besieged with men 
howling for salt. 
McMichaoi said ho would 
do tho best ho could to make it go round, 
and that money would buy it. 
Ho began 
weighing It out by tho ounce, each ounce 
of salt requiring an ounce of gold to take 
it. 
Gqld was then worth $1G an ounce, so 
that ho sold his salt at tho rato of $25‘J a 
pound, and everybody was satisfied.” 


Johnstown’, Po., Jim® 7.—A wall has 
been thrown around Johnstown, and no­ 
body can enter unless it is shown ho ha9 
business in the city. 
Thoro is only one 
bridge acrosj tho Conemaugh, and a pass 
from Adjt.-Cen. Hastings or J. B. Scott Is 
necessary boforo it can bo crossed. 
Johnstown and adjoining villages nro 
now lin ier thorough military and police 
regulations. 
Each placo has boon provid­ 
ed with men onough to keep out intruders 
and nono savo those who are actually em­ 
ployed will bo allowed to ronmin. 
Tho 
officers are arresting men every hour, some 
of them on tho slighsest provocation. 
In 
all cases where tho offense is trivial the 
victims aro pressed into work with tho re* 
lief gang. 
There Is a strong movement in favor of 
applying tho torch to tho wrecked build­ 
ings, and, although tho suggestion meets 
with strong opposition at this tima, thoro 
is littlo doubt tho ultiinato solution of 
existing difficulties will be by this mothod. 
An army of men has teen for two days 
employed in clearing up tho wreck in tho 
cii,y proper, and, although hundreds of 
bodies have boon discovered, not ono-fifth 
the ground has yot boon gono over. 
In 
many places the i ubbish is piled twenty or 
thirty feet high, and not infrequently 
thoso groat drifts cover an area of noarly 
an acre. 
Narrow passages have Leon cut 
through in e\ cry direction, but the her­ 
culean labor of removing tho rubbish has 
yet hardly bogum 
Not Vet Ready for the Torch. 
At a meeting of tho Central relief com­ 
mittee Con. Hastings suggested tho advisa­ 
bility of drawing a cordon around tho fow 
housos that are not in tho ruins and apply­ 
ing a torch to the remaining great sea of 
waste. 
Ho explained that It would take 
5.000 mon months to comploto tho task. 
Of tho hundreds buried beneath tho rub­ 
bish, sand, and stones.^tho skeletons or 
putrid remains of many was all that could 
be hoped to bo recovered. 
A motion was 
mado that, after forty-eight hours further 
search, tho debris of the city bo consumed 
by fire. 
This motion, after a half-hour’s 
debate, was defeated. Thoso whoso relatives 
or friends still rest beneath the wreck re­ 
monstrated 
strongly 
against nny such 
summary action. 
They insisted that all 
the talk of threatened epidemic was 
only 
tho sensational gossip of fortilo brains and 
that tho search for tho bodios should only 
bo abandoned as a last extremity. 
Tho 
physicians in attendance warned tho com­ 
mittee that tho further exposure of putrid 
bodies in tho valley could have but ono 
result—tho typhus, or some othor epidemic 
equally fatal to its victims. 
It was a 
question of whether tho living should be 
sacrificed 
to 
the dead, 
whether the 
sway of sentiment or tho mandate of 
science should bo tho ruling impulse. 
It 
is believed that tho motion will finally 
prevail. 
Tho work of recovering tho dead goos on 
with undiminished vigor, and, as tho work­ 
men become accustomed to their ghastly 
finds and tho horrors of tho sceno become 
common-placo, thoy apply themselves more 
diligently to their duty and labor with a 
system that produces rapid results. 
About 
5.000 mon wero at work to-day, and it Is 
oxpocted that 10,000 will be employed to­ 
morrow. 
These mon have located the day 
express which was swept away at Cone­ 
maugh. Tarts of tho parlor cars havo been 
discovered, together with traces of tho pas­ 
sengers. 
It is evident that many lives 
wore lost on tho train, but strange to say, 
tho bodios of tho passengers havo not boon 
located. 
Tho remains of a woll dressed 
lady woro found, but tho body was so 
badly decomposed as to bo unrecogniz­ 
able. 
U ndertakers T ired Oat* 
Tho forces caring for tho dead aro about 
exhausted. 
Several of tho undertakers 
wore obliged to give up to-day. 
Lack of 
sleeping accommodations and rough faro 
havo had tho usual effect when coupled 
with hard work and damp 
weather. 
Notices wero posted in all morgues to-day 
stating that bodies would be held only 
twenty-four hours for identification. 
If at 
tho expiration of that timo thoy aro not 
recognized thoy aro photographed, the 
photograph bearing tho same number as 
tho morgue number of tho corpse. 
Recog­ 
nition is a difficult matter, as the bodios 
are terribly bruised and discolored, and the 
features in most cases aro so distorted. 
About noon yesterday it was reported to 
Chief Gagoby of tho police committee that 
a body of allogod rescuers at tho foot of 
Main street woro removing jewelry from 
tho bodios they carried away. 
Gageby 
ordered a policeman to go aud pretend to 
superintend tho work for tho purpose of 
apprehending tho thieves* 
Special polico 
had to bo detailed to provent stealing from 
the debris back of tho gonorol hospital. 
Food and clothing havo arrived plenti­ 
fully to day, but not in excess of tho de­ 
mand. 
Thoro aro thousands of 
busy 
workmen to feed and tho men in control 
here feel that supplies can not arrive in 
too great a quantity. 
.. The city is still without light. 
Superin­ 
tendent Duncan is awaiting the arrival of 
his engine, dynamos, etc., which have 
been blockaded in tho Pennsylvania freight 
yards west of town. 
There aro tons and 
tons of supplies in this blockade. 
Tho 
railroad company has made overy effort 
to movo it, but so far havo made littlo 
progress. 
A young lad named Eddie Fisher, whoso 
mother and five sisters and brothers had 
lost their lives in tho flood, to-day com­ 
mitted suicide whilo In a fit of despond­ 
ency by hurling himself from the top of a 
building. 
K ititnatlng th e Loss of Life. 
Chairman Scott said to-day; 
4‘Some 
doubt has been expressed as to the estimate 
that 12,000 to 15,000 people have been 
lost. 
Of courso there is at present no way 
of determining tho number exactly, but 
tho guessing is reasonable and conservative 
and is based on closo figuring. 
At least 
2,500 bodios havo boon found, 2,000 at tho 
lowest calculation aro in the burned debris 
In tho river, 3,000 are in nnsearchod sand­ 
banks around the Cambria works, from 
1,000 to 2,000 aro scattered In the valley 
from Woodville to the bridge, and UHM) 
or 2,000 below the bridge between Johns­ 
town and Bolivar. 
Hundreds wero carried 
down to tho broad rivers in the tremend­ 
ous current and may never be found. ” 
That sturdy worker, William Jokes, of 
Braddock, thinks that at least 12,0)0 were 
lost. 
Tho statement that 18,00') persons 
had registered was incorrect. 
Ono of Gen. 
Hastings’ aids said that tho total was not 
moro than 13,000. 
This registration not 
only comprehends 
tho 
population [of 
Johnstown and adjoining towns, but em­ 
braces places farther away. 


At South Fork supply trains tor Johns­ 
town are stalled. 
Tho people have, it is 
said, broken some of them open and are 
helping themselves to what they want, 
notwithstanding they are not suffering. 
At Conemaugh, Mineral Point, and Wood­ 
ville provisions and clothing aro still badly 
neodod. 
Byron’s Kernville woolen mill was de­ 
stroyed by Gre to-day. 
At ono timo it 
looked os if tho wholo villag* would bo 
destroyed. 
Tho mill was a throo-story 
brick, situated in tho midst of tho wrecks 
of several houses. 
Tho ruins wero on bro 
several times, but wero extinguished after 
a hard fight by tho buckot brigade. 
Mr. 
Byron’s handsome residence near by was 
ruined by tile water. 
^ In Cambria City and Minersville thor*? is 
no immediate suffering. 
There is nn unusual nmount of sickness 
about Kernville. 
The physicians claim 
that several hundred cases of pneumonia 
exist. 
The children aro also attlicted with 
measles and kindred complaints. 
Tho re­ 
action, now that the groat shock has 
passod in a measure, has loft hundreds of 
survivors with thoir previous forcos badly 
shattered aud broken. 
Food and clothing 
aro being rapidly distributed. 
Nineveh saw somo woeful sights to- day. 
During tho period of daylight 74G bodies 
wero consigned to tho earth from tho 
morgues about tho town. 
Father Poirn 
conducted religious services at tho St. 
Columbia Catholic church in Cambria City. 
This army of tho dcadQ was placed 
in 
trenches. 
Less than ono hundred 
had 
been recognized by friends. 
Nono cf thorn 
wero claimed for priavto burial, however, 
as in a majority of instances tho survivors 
woro too poor to stand tho expense. 
Thoso 
bi dies were gathered from up and down 
the rivor below Johnstown, and tho com­ 
missioners of Westmorland county fur­ 
nished tho plot of ground where thoy now 
sleep.

E stim ates of tho D am age Caused l»y tho 
Ft'niigylvuiilu Flood. 
J ohnstown, Po., June 7.—An interview 
has boon obtained with Col. Jamos A. 
McMillan, tho consulting 
director end 
principal owner of tho Cambria irou works 
Ho said: 
“ What tho total loss sustained byj tho 
Cambria company will bo is rathor hard 
to stato with perfect accuracy at this time, 
but from examinations I would placo tho 
figuro at $3,000,000 or $1,000,000. 
That 
includes, of course, tho loss of our Gautier 
steel department above Johnstown. 
Day 
boforo yesterday I took tho liberty of de­ 
termining tho action which tho company 
would pursuo in tho matter of reconstruc­ 
tion and repairs. 
I accordingly tele­ 
graphed for Mr. Lockhart, tho secretary 
of tho com; any. 
Ho arrived hero yester­ 
day and said to mo: 
‘McMillan, I’m glad 
to see that you intend to stand by tho com­ 
pany, ana to push tho work of repairs at 
once.’ 
I think his words verso tho senti­ 
ments of all tho stockholders of tho com­ 
pany.” 
Tho Colonel was thon asked for an 
estimate of tho total loss sustained by the 
towns cf Min* ral Point, Franklinl»orough, 
Woodvale, Conemaugh, Johnstown, Cam­ 
bria City, Cooporsdalo, and Morrollville. 
Ho said: 
“I should placo it at nothing 
lower than $12,000,000, besides tho loss 
sustained by our company.” 
Regarding tho South Fork dam ho said: 
“ Personally, I have always considered it a 
dangerous trap, which was likely at any 
timo to wipo out tho town. 
For tho hist 
ten yours I havo not hesitated to oxpress 
this opinion, and I stipposo it is pretty 
well understood that all our loading citi 
zeus held similar viows. 
Thoro is not a 
man in Johnstown who will dony that ho 
has lived for years in constant dread that 
tho water might burst down upon us.” 
“ W hat will lie tho timo required for tho 
Conemaugh valley to recover from tho 
shock of tho flood?” 
“ At least fifteen years and constant ef­ 
forts will bo required at that. 
I speak 
now from a financial standpoint. 
Of 
courso we can never fullv roeover from 
tho effects of tho terrible loss of Ufo which 
is now being revealed to us. ” 


F earfu l of a Pestilence* 


W a s h in g t o n , June 7 .—burgeon Leo o f 
tho marino hospital service at Johnstown 
telegraphs Surgeon-Genoi a1 Hamilton that 
the situation thoro is serious and much 
sickness is exacted. 
Secretary Leo of tho 
State board of health corroborates this, 
and Surgeon Carrington urges that a large 
sanitary corps be sont to remain with him 
at Johnstown at least a month. 
Ho also 
states that tho temporary depopulation of 
that section is being urged. 


Moro Troops O rdered to Johnstow n. 
P ittsburg, Ta., Juno 7 .—A djt.-Gen. 
Hastings lins ordered Battery B to Johns­ 
town at onco. 
Tho Eighteenth regiment

C h ic a g o, Juno 7.—After a fruitless ex- ( 
amination of Williard (I. Smith, the young . 
man who was at one time thou gilt to be ] 
tho man for whom Coughlin hired tho 
white horse, 
tho coroner’s jury in tho 
Cronin ease called Stewart L. 
Moore, 
clerk 
in 
tile 
employ of J. T. Les­ 
ter Sc Co. 
Ho had examined tho I oaks 
of Lester Sc Co. with regard to tho account 
of Alexander Sullivan at tho request of 
Chief Hubbard and Judge Longeneckor, 
and had with him a copy of tho account of 
Sullivan’s dealings in 1882. 
Tho account 
covered a largo number of sheets of paper, 
which ho proceeded to read to tho jury. 
The first order given by Sullivan to Lester 
was to buy 5,000 shares of Northwestern 
stock at 120, and was filled by buying tho 
stock in different lots June I, 2, ti, and 5 in 
different sized lots, and cost $510,000, but 
tho margin put up by Sullivan as security 
would bo about $10,000. 
Then Mr. Moore read a list of tho pur­ 
chases of stocks made for Sullivan's ac­ 
count. 
Tho amounts were enormous. 
Nothing loss than 500 or 1,000 sharo lots, 
except occasionally when a IOO or 200 
sharo block was taken as a small “ flyer.” 
The whole stock list was gone over, and 
all tho “ fancy” stocks wero patronized 
equally by Mr. Sullivan, who was plung­ 
ing in tho whirlpool of speculation with a 
kick and a splash that most millionaires 
would not think of attempting. 
Aug. 5 Sullivan traded in 4,OW shares 
and put up $2,500 as a margin. 
So tho 
list Wellton from the 1st of Juno to tho 
J.st of October, and tho amount of securi­ 
ties handled by Lester Sc t ’o. for Sullivan 
was away among the millions.* 
( >f course 
Sullivan was represented only by tho 
$100,000 margin which ho had deposited. 
Tho first deal was made Juno I, 1882, 
and tho last transaction was clnsod Fob. 
28, 1880, and between theso dates tho spec­ 
ulation raged fast and furiously. 
Stocks 
in huge blocks wero bought and sold again, 
often tin sumo day; sometimes held a day 
or a week and then let go. 
Fob. 28, 
1880, 
tho account was closed, and the 
account showed on tho credit sido of 
tho money which Alexander Sullivan de­ 
posited with Lester & Co. tho sum of 
$1 AA,800, while tho dobit sido showed that 
ho had draw n from tho firm in cosh and 
chocks tho sum of $115,308, showing an 
apparent loss of $18,402. 
But, besides 
tho cash sum of $115,308, 
Sullivan had 
withdrawn and kept 500 shares of Cedar 
Falls railroad stock, 
valued at $14,000, 
which was paid for gut of tho proceeds of 
tho current transactions, so that tho not 
loss to Sullivan on tho eight montes’ trad­ 
ing Was $4,492. 
Sullivan drew his money in a largo num­ 
ber of chocks, varying in amount from 
$70.21 to oho for $11,072.59. 
Ono rem it­ 
tance of $10,000 to New York was modo 
by Lester Sc Co. for Sullivan, but to whom 
or for what purpose did not transpire. 
John W. Moore, a clerk for Lester & 
Co., testified to tho correctness of tho ac­ 
counts as read by tho preceding witness. 
Thomas T. O’Connor, an employo of the 
City Law departm ent, was the next w it­ 
ness. 
Ho knew Dr. Cronin well aud had 
been told by him four or Avo years ago 
that ho was afraid of his Ufo on account of 
cortain exposures ho had rnado against 
somo local societies. 
“ Tho exposures,” said O’Connor, “ wero 
showing tho m isappropriation of funds be­ 
longing to tho Clan-na-Gael society. 
I am 
a membor of 
that 
society. 
W hether 
Boland, Feoley and .Sullivan wero the 
executive officers of tho society I can’t 
say. 
Dan Coughlin I havo known four or 
Avo yours. 
Ho is a member of tho Clan- 
na-Gael. 
I botong to Camp 90, now 
known as 20. 
Tho last time I was thoro 
was last January. 
I was thero one time 
when charges wero made against Dr. 
Cronin by a member of another camp. 
His namo is Foliceman Daniel Brown, of 
Camp IO, of Chicago. 
A trial committee 
of six (three from each camp) 
w’as a p ­ 
pointed by tho district officer to investi­ 
gate tho charges. 
Tho names of tho four 
wero Lawrence R. Buckley, Dan Coughlin, 
Frank Murray, John F. 
O’Malley. 
Tho 
other two I can’t romombcr. 
“ Tho charges woro that Dr. Cronin had 
read a c ircular to his camp. It w as doomed 
ho had no right to do so, and tho trial 
committee decreed that Dr. Cronin should 
bo expelled, and ho w as.” 
In answer to moro questions the witness 
said ho was intim ately acquainted with 
Coughlin. 
His first talk with him regard­ 
ing Dr. Cronin was tho first woek of his 
disappearance. 
Coughlin said ho believed 
that Cronin had gone to London to testify 
as Lo Caron had done. 
“ I told him I did not believo it, and 
would rather seo him doad than hear of his 
boing a spy. 
Coughlin said ho hoped that 
Cronin was alive and in London.” 
Witness said that Lawrence Ii. Buckley 
prosided at tho trial of Cronin. 
“ W ere you over requested to do any 
socrot work for any ono in tho order, 
and 
did you refuse?” asked Coroner Hertz. 
‘ ‘I was askod. ’ ’ 
“ Who asked you?” 
“ I don’t know. 
I talked with Dr, 
Cronin about it, and he said that there 
woro enough good, honest men loohind En­ 
glish bars now; that ho did not believo in 
tho policy of dynamite, and for mo not to 
do it.

Among the queer things in Connecticut 
are its trees. 
Up in 
Middletown lasl 
week it was necessary to cut down a tree 
in the rear of Dutting’s cigar store. 
Sev­ 
eral bricks were found imbedded in the 
roots, so that only the corners were visi­ 
ble. 
Over in Cobalt a large aud particularly 
straight tree was felled early in the fall, 
and last week it was drawn to the saw­ 
m ill 
After starting tho saw tho attend­ 
ant heard a grating of the saw teeth and 
stopped tho mill. 
He tried another cut, 
but again the grating sound was heard anti 
ho had to shut down again. 
Several fur 
thor attempts to saw tho length of the log 
proving futile the trunk was sawed across, 
and an old chain and a dozen harrow tcoth 
were discovered imbcdcd in the hard- 
grained wood, 
In Westfield a boulder weighing over 
half a ton is to be seen about ten feet from 
the ground in tho crotch of an enormous 
apple tree, and old residents say that they 
can remember when that boulder could 
be sat upon, so near to the ground was it 
when they were young.
